Grange Items. 
From the Cal. Granger, April 2d. 
The Grange of Richland learned at 
its last meeting that Mr. Minor a resi­ 
dent of this vicinity had lost his team, 
for three weeks past had a sick family, 
and had fallen badly behind with his 
work. On Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday, gang and single plows 
and men turned out, seed corn and 
barley were furnished and twenty-five 
acres were planted. Noble charity;

tion. 


Capt. Edward Higgins has resigned 
the position of Pacific Coast agent for 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company. 
His place is temporarily tilled by the 
Cashier of the company, Capt. Edward 
Taylor. 
There is considerable excitement at 
the Wilbur Spring quicksilver mines, 
thirty-five miles west of Colusa. Sev­ 
eral new locations have been made 
within the last few days, and new com­ 
panies are organizing. 
A very rich and extensive goldmine 
has lately been discovered in the 
mountains near the Mineral King 
mines, Tulare county. It is said to be 
four miles in length, the lead being 
four feet wide at the surface. 
A new manufacturing industry lias 
been started at Sacramento by the 
“ California Cocoanut Pulverizing 
Company.” This company proposes 
to manufacture from the cocoa-nut 
“articles of diet, delicacy and general 
use.” 
The editor of the Crescent City Cou­ 
rier claims the distinguished honor of 
publishing the most westerly paper 
in the United States. He says that the 
waters of the Pacific Ocean at high 
tide reach within ten feet of the office 
door.

A FEW WORDS AT STARTING. 
A casual glance through the current 
issues of the H e r a l d convinces the 
new editor that an extended article 
indicating what it is the purpose of the 
proprietors shall he the future course 
of the paper, will be but a work of su­ 
pererogation-unnecessary because al­ 
ready fully set forth and generally 
understood. A brief recapitulation 
will suffice. The future of the H e r a l d 
is that of an independent journal—one 
that is independent not only in name 
and profession, but in practice and 
principle. The field of such a journal 
isas broad as the land and its work, if 
faithfully performed, productive of 
good in both town and country. The 
doctrine which acknowledges the su­ 
premacy of the people and demands 
the enactment and maintenance of 
such laws as will secure the greatest 
good to the greatest number, has not of 
late received that consideration to 
which'it is entitled, but it will reassert 
itself, and the dominaucy of the few 
must yield to the right and power of 
the masses. A firm believer in the 
justice and humanity of this creed, the 
H e r a l d will labor with might and 
main in support of this faith. 
For himself, the editor will say a 
word. He resumes an old occupation 
in a new field. With the general rou­ 
tine of his profession he is familiar, 
and »f the resources and advantages 
of the locality in which he comes \to 
make his future home, he hopes soon 
to acquire accurate information. He 
has no friends to reward nor enemies 
to punish, and in discussing men and 
measures he will honor truth and 
“ nothing extenuate nor set down 
aught in malice.” 


LOS ANGELES ABROAD. 
At this time no section of the State 
is attracting more general attention 
than the immediate locality of which 
Los Angeles is the central point. The 
tide of home-seekers who come from 
the East, and come to stay, is turning 
down the coast, and each steamer leav­ 
ing San Francisco bears parties of 
men who, having heard of Los An­ 
geles and San Bernardino, are on the 
way to see and examine for them­ 
selves. It is needless to say that those 
who come are content to stay, or if 
they go away it is with the intention 
of returning a3 soon as possible. The 
climate and soil of the southern coast 
valleys so far exceed the expectations 
of our eastern visitors, and compare so 
favorably with other sections of the 
State, that the farmer or stock-raiser 
needs only to travel over the country 
to satisfy himself that this section pos­ 
sesses more and greater advantages 
than are to be found elsewhere. 


A HITCH IN THE MACHINERY. 
The political machinery of the Ad­ 
ministration party is evidently out of 
repair, and unless a few master me­ 
chanics bring their cuitning to bear on 
the craft at an early day, there seems 
abundant reason for fearing that per­ 
manent disorganization and possible 
dissolution may ensue. The recent 
defeat of the regular Republican candi­ 
dates at the State elections of Maine 
and Connecticut are the latest and 
most unmistakable signs of demoral­ 
ization of machinery which has so 
long run so smoothly or at least so 
rapidly as to easily overcome all other 
combinations. In each of the States 
named the victory has been won by 
the Democrats, though it does not ap­ 
pear that the result is so much due to 
the popularity of the victors as to the 
unpopularity of the defeated. It is the 
party in power that is held responsible 
for whatever governmental errors may 
be committed, and the people hold the 
Administration party answerable for 
the Credit Mobilier fraud and the Con­ 
gressional back pay speculation. 
Hence the clog in the machinery. 


B u t t e county has obtained permis­ 
sion from the Legislature and the con­ 
sent of the Governor to re-locate her 
county seat at any point upon which 
two-thirds of her voting population 
may agree. It is just possible that 
the facilities for removing county 
seat8,like those for obtaining a divorce, 
are a little too easy. In both cases 
there is a considerable amount of ex­ 
pense entailed on some one, and too 
often one side is made happy at the 
serious inconvenience of the other. 


The disastrous descent of the great 
French balloon which sailed heaven­ 
ward from Woodward’s Gardens last 
Saturday afternoon affords another 
moiety of evidence that science, pluck 
and whiskey, cannot make ballooning 
as safe as walking. The great globe 
collapsed and came down by the run. 
All of the five or six passengers were 
badly frightened and one man had his 
leg broken. The two lady passengers 
say they prefer blowing up, climbing 
a tree, or any means of going up, to 
that offered by a balloon. 


The limited experience thus far had 
with that portion of the Code which 
requires the closing of liquor saloons 
on election days, tends to the convic­ 
tion that the purpose of the law will 
not be attained. Santa Barbara held 
a town election the other day and al­ 
though the saloons were all closed and 
liquor could not be had for love or 
money yet more than the usual num­ 
ber of men were unduly excited. Per­ 
haps, however, it was only the enthu­ 
siasm which every American citizen 
feels on election day. 


S en a t o r J o n es, of Nevada, seems 
to be boru to fame as well as fortune. 
If we may believe the Han Fraucisco 
Pont, his recent speech in the Senate 
against the inflation of currency was 
an effort which at once wins him the 
reputation of a statesman and an or­ 
ator. The Post is, however, a little 
partial to the sage brush Senator. 
The ladies of Sacramento are asking 
the Board of Supervisors to call an 
election under the Local Option law. 
They wish to prevent the sale of liquor 
in the city. The good people of Sac­ 
ramento could not take a more effect­ 
ual step for the removal of the Capitol 
than to obey the wishes of the ladies. 


Board of Supervisors. 
Board convened at 9 a . m. A letter 
was received from the Chamber of 
Commerce requesting that the Asses­ 
sor be advised to be particular about 
procuring statistics in regard to the 
products of the county, number of 
trees bearing, planted, etc. Report 
received and suggestion adopted by 
the Board. 
The following rules were then pdopt- 
ed for the government of the County 
Hospital: 
1st. No person shall be admitted as 
a patient in the hospital who is not a 
citizen of the county (i. e., has resided 
in the county at least thirty days and 
in the State six months). 
2d. Admission to the hospital shall 
only be had upon recommendation of 
the physician in charge and by order 
signed'by the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors. In case of emergency, 
however, the physician shall have 
power to decide when admission is 
proper. 
3d. All the hospital stores and sup­ 
plies shall only be purchased upon or­ 
der signed by the physician in charge. 
4th. All bills against the county 
for the maintenance of the sick shall 
be approved by the physician. 
Petition of Bacon, Loop and others 
for opening of road near the Mission 
was then presented. 
Viewers ap­ 
pointed by the Board to examine into 
the matter and report at the next sit­ 
ting of the Board. 
The Road Commissioner was au­ 
thorized to hire a man to take care of 
San Francisquito road at §60 per 
month. 
The Sheriff was authorized to repair 
the jail and furnish it with bunks for 
the better accommodation of prisoners. 
Adjourned until the first Monday in 
May. 
________________ 


The 
Independents. 
The firemen met at the store of 
Aaron Smith last night and perfected 
their independent organization under 
the above name. A committee of 
three, consisting of Messrs. Rowan, 
Dotter and Loeb, will canvass the 
city to-day for subscriptions from our 
property-owners to purchase a steam 
fire engine to be operated by the com­ 
pany as formed. The Independents 
propose to furnish house and norses at 
their own expense and call upon our 
citizens to do their share in furnishing 
a first class engine. This certainly 
looks like business and we trust that 
the new fire company will meet with 
a hearty response to their liberal pro­ 
position.

This morning another terrible trag­ 
edy was enacted in this city in a 
boarding house on Fourth street near 
Minna. Two young men named Cald­ 
well and Maxey were roommates in

Au officer broke 
open the door and found Caldwell in 
bed dead, shot through the head, and 
Maxey on the tibor, shot through the 
side and mortally wounded. He was 
able to speak, and said Caldwell had 
shot him and then shot himself, but as 
the pistol was near him it is believed 
lie first shot Caldwell and then shot 
himself.

California Immigration of 1849. 


The whole number of passengers who 
arrived at the port of San Francisco, 
from the 31st of March, 1849, to the 1st 
January 1850, as derived from the re­ 
cords compiled by J. A. Coolidge, Sec­ 
retary of the Merchants’ Exchange, 
was 30,675. This number does not in­ 
clude the crews and officers of vessels, 
who deserted their posts. Of the whole 
number given, 12,237 came in vessels 
from Atlantic ports of the United 
States, via Cape Horn; 6,743 crossed 
the Isthmus of Darien; over 3,600 em­ 
barked at the ports of San Bias and 
Mazatlan; and the others came from 
various parts of the globe. The num­ 
ber who came overland and arrived in 
the autum n can never be told, but it 
probably exceeded that by the sea two­ 
fold; all flocking to the new El Dora­ 
do, whose valleys were described as a 
“perfect paradise, and whose rivers 
were literally 
choked with gold.” 
(Fremont’s Expedition, third edition, 
preface,) Few came with the expec­ 
tation of m aking permanent homes in 
California. They came burning with 
a thirst for adventure and the accumu­ 
lation of sudden wealth. The "Cali­ 
fornia fever” spread with the fatality 
and rapidity of a true epidemic. Young 
men of ardent and enthusiastic temper­ 
ament fell its first victims. Those who 
were foot-free, and possessed of the 
means to obtain an outfit, set forth, 
alone or in companies, by such routes 
as seemed to them most practicable. 
Arriving in California, they were ex- 
f 
iosed to all the hardships of a camp 
ife, without the discipline of an army 
or the comforts and care which a com­ 
missary provides. The partial organi­ 
zations with which most of them start­ 
ed from home, fell in pieces as soon as 
they touched the auriferous soil. Each 
man was thrown upon his own re­ 
sources, inexperienced in hardship and 
ignorant of the dangers by which he 
was surrounded. Disappointed In his 
hopes and dejected in spirits, he fell a 
victim to disease in a climate the most 
salubrious in the world. When the 
warm suns of Spring bad again dried 
up the rains and covered the virgin 
fields with a carpet of flowers, one-fifth 
of that grand army was no more. Fe­ 
vers, scurvy and bowel complaint had 
done their work. (New York Journal 
of Medicine, November, 1871.) The 
overland men suffered greater mortal­ 
ity than those who came by sea from 
their longer privation of wholesome 
supplies abandoned 
on the road. 
Nearly all were anxious to return, 
whether successful or not; but few 
were willing to go by the way they 
came. 
So the Isthm us route was 
over-crowded, and others were opened 
that offered a prospect of a speedy pas­ 
sage to their homes; any danger being 
deemed light th at offered them an es­ 
cape from the Asiatic cholera, which 
was paving the path through the sea 
to Panama with the bones of their 
dead.—[Dr. J. D. B. Stillman, in 
Overland for April. 


Crops in Salinas Valley. 


A resident of Salinas valley fur­ 
nishes the following concerning the 
number of acres of grain sown there, 
the prospects, etc.: Sown on John B. 
Cooper’s ranch, 7,600 acres; C. S. Ab- 
bott’s, 5,000 acres; F. S. Spring’s, 10,- 
(XX); David Jack’s, 15,000; A. & M. 
Gonzales, 17,000; Prauk Doud, 1,000; 
A. Wasson, 1,000; C. P. Bailey, 1,000; 
J. B. Iverson A Co., 1,000; F. Sher­ 
wood, 5,000; Santa R ita ranch, 10,000; 
Alisal ranch, 15,000; other parties, 50,­ 
006; making a total of 138,000 acres 
under cultivation. Allowing twenty 
sacks to the acre, which is a small es­ 
timate, 2,766,000 sacks of 100 pounds 
each will give the enormous quantity 
of 276,000,000 pounds or 138,000 tons, 
about one-half more than has ever 
been raised in the valley before. From 
one end of the valley to the other— 
nearly 70 miles—the whole surface of 
the country presents almost one level, 
unbroken field of waving grain. The 
prospects for a favorable season have 
never been better, and thus far we 
have not been visited by cold north 
winds or blight of any kind. 


The Mosquito. 


Josh Billings lectured, the other 
evening, in San Francisco and gave 
the following definition of the Mos­ 
quito: 
“They have a bug here,” said Josh, 
“ which they call a mosquito. They 
travel around very loose and seem to 
know everybody. They bite with their 
noses, and the bite feels like the back 
tooth of a hornet. Mosquitoes are like 
some articles of commerce, the Bupply 
exceeds the demand. They are born oi 
poor but industrious parents, but have 
in their veins some of the best bloou 
in the country. They are emblems oí 
cheerfulness, for they singas they toil. 
We are told that there wan’tany thing 
in vain, but I have thought that tin 
time spent in manufacturing mosqui­ 
toes may have been wasted, if tht 
mosquito wan't. It is very easy tc 
kill a mosquito—if you can; but ii 
striking at them you are very upt t< 
•trike the exact spot—where the mos­ 
quito was. I lmve known a singh 
mosquito to flght a man and his wile 
all night long and draw the first blood. 


The Happy Man. 


We never knew more than one man 
who was perfectly satisfied with the 
weather at all times and under all cir­ 
cumstances. It was Chubb. 
In Sum­ 
mer, when the thermometer boiled up 
among the 
nineties, Chubb would 
c o m e to the front door with perspira­ 
tion standing out all over his red face 
until his head would look like a rasp­ 
b e r r y , and would look at the sky ajid 
say, “ Splendid—perfectly splendid! 
Noble weather for the poor and for the 
ice companies and for the washer­ 
w o m e n ! 
They don’t shake up any 
such weather as this in Italy. Gimme 
an umbrella, Harriet, while I sit out 
yer on the step and enjoy It.” 
In W inter, when the mercury would 
creep down fifteen degrees below zero, 
and the cold was SeVere enough to 
freeze the inside of Vesuvius solid to 
tho center of the globe, Chubb would 
sit on the fence and exclaim, “By 
Jingo! did you ever see such weather 
as this? I like the atmosphere that 
freezes up yonr very marrer. It helps 
the coal trade and keeps the snakes 
quiet. 
Don’t talk of Summer time to 
me. 
Gim’me cold, and give it to me 
stiff!” 
When there was a drought Chubb 
used to meet us in the street and re­ 
mark, “No rain yet, I see. 
Magnifi­ 
cent, isn’t it? I want my weather 
dry. I want it with the dampness left 
out. Moisture breeds fever and ague 
and wets your clothes. If there’s any­ 
thing I despise, it's carrying an um­ 
brella. No rain for me if you please.” 
When it rained for a week and 
swamped the country, Chubb often 
dropped in to see us and observe, “ I 
duuno how you feel about this rain, 
but it always seems to me that the 
heavens never drop no blessings but 
when we have a long wet spell. It 
makes the corn jum p and cleans the 
•ewers. I wouldn’t give a cent to live 
in a land where there was no rain. 
[H it me on the Nile and I’d die i n a 
week. Soak me through and through 
to the inside of the undershirt, atid I 
feel as if life was bright and beautiful, 
and sorrer nothing but nonsense.” 
Chubb was almost happy in a thun­ 
der storm. He would say, “Put me in 
a thunder storm, and let the lightnin, 
play around me, and I’m at home. I’d 
rather have one storm th a t’d tear the 
inside out of the continent, than a 
dozen of your little dribblin’ waterin’ 
pot showers. If I can’t have a rippin’ 
and roarin’ storm, I don’t want none.” 
One day Chubb was upon his roof, 
fixing ashingle,wheuatornado struck 
him, lifted him off. carried him a quar­ 
ter of a mile and dashed him with 
such terrible force against a fence that 
his leg was broken. As they carried 
him home we m et him, and asking 
him how he felt, lie opened his eyes 
and languidly said, “Immortal pow­ 
ers! what a storm that was! 
When it 
does blow to suit the junior member 
of the Chubbs family, it blows hard. 
I’d give both my legs if we could have 
a squall like that every day. I—I—” 
Then he fainted. 
We want Chubb elected President. 
He is the only man in the universe 
who don’t growl at the weather, and 
he ought to have glory and honor. 


Hight of American Mountains. 
The highest of the Vermont moun­ 
tains are not all accurately measured, 
and no two books give them exactly 
alike, but so nearascau be ascertained 


Ascutney, near Windsor, 3,320. Mount 
Orford, the highest Canadian peak, is 
but 3,360, and the famous Owl’s Head, 
on la k e Meiuphremagog, but 2,750. 
Of the New Hampshire mountains 
Mount Pleasant is a little higher than 
Mansfield (5,800); and Mount Webster, 
in the Notch, is about the hight of 
Jay Peak, while Chocorua and Kear- 
sarge are 1,000 feet lower than Mans­ 
field. 
Jay Peak and the Pinnacle, 
standing as they do, far to the north, 
and a little beyond the fertile region 
of Vermont, resemble more the moun­ 
tains cf New Hampshire and the Adi- 
rondacks. 
The 
mountains around 
West Point, New York, vary from 
1.000 to 2,000 feet, the highest scarcely 
reaching that figure, but the Catskills 
are highar than any of those moun­ 
tains named, ranging from 3,000 to al­ 
most 5,000 feet. The Mountain House 
stands on a plateau 3,000 feet high, 
while the tíouth Mountain is some 
5.000 feet, and the Iiouml 1,200 feet 
higher than the Mountain House. The 
highest of all the mountains in the 
Eastern States is, as is well known, 
Mount Washington, the summit of 
which is some 6,226 feet above the sea 
level.

A Narrow Escape. 
A girl eleven years old, living at St. 
Joseph, Mo., recently had a very nar­ 
row escape from being buried alive. 
She was a girl of remarkable acute­ 
ness of mind, but had been in bad 
health for some months, and has often 
said that she could see the forms of 
persons long dead. A few days ago 
she told her mother that she could see 
her dead sister, but, while describing 
ner, she sank away and seemed to die. 
The body was prepared for burial, and 
rept thirty-six hours. On the way to 
he grave the mother heard cries coro- 
ng from the hearse. The procession 
hopped in the street, and the coffin 
)eing opened the child was found to 
>e alive. 8he had torn the death- 
obes almost entirely off'in her strug- 
'les. She was taken out and bathed 
in vinegar, and hat since been as well 
aa sha was before her apparent death.

Interest on Railroad Subsidy Bonds. 


The Philadelphia Ledger says: “The 
non-payment of debts due the Govern­ 
ment from the Kansas Pacific, Central 
Pacific and Union Pacific Railway 
Companies is again attracting atten­ 
tion. 
The three companies named 
owe on principal outstanding $59,421,­ 
632. They have paid on interest on 
the same by transportation $4,757,893, 
leaving of interest unpaid $15,909,894. 
In addition to this, the accrued inter­ 
est on the first of February was §323,­ 
117.56. 
None of these railroads have 
yet paid the Government a dollar in 
money on any account, although their 
interest is payable semi-annually. It 
cannot be complained that the com­ 
panies are poor, for according to offi­ 
cial figures they have made a good 
deal of money. The most sanguine 
friends of the Union and Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Companies did not pre­ 
dict the financial success they have 
already achieved. Let us see what it 
is : Tlie total bonded debt of the Cen­ 
tral is $80,441,800, and of the Union 
Pacific, $76,766,024, or a total of both 
roads of $256,607,824. The eatnings of 
the two companies for the last five 
years are $89,859,874. The net earn­ 
ings of the two companies in 1873 are 
$13,365,747, an amount equálto six per 
cent on $220,000,000. 
These figures 
speak for themselves, and will be a 
suiprise to 
many. Hon. James F. 
Wilson, Government Director, thinks 
that in two or three years, with care­ 
ful and honest management, the net 
earnings of the Union Pacific Railroad 
should be $12,000,000, which would pay 
all the interest (leaving the land grant 
to take care of the land grant bonds) 
and pay a handsome sum to divide on 
the stock. The subject is one that 
commends itself to the advocates of 
payment of interest due on the sub­ 
sidy bonds, and honest management 
of those railroad enterprises which 
partake of a national character.”
